]  know  not  one  moral  precept  wpich  the  generality  of  this  age  does 
not  |>lory  in  trampling  on  apd  delfpiOng*  Virtue  does,  and  I  truft 
ever  will,  refide  in  the  breafts  gf  a  feletifc  few,  but  that  its  influencQ 
is  far  from  being  univerfal,  is  fclf-cvidcnt.  There  is  no  principle 
more  (Irongly  inculcated  by  nature,  realbn,  and  revelation,  tha5 
ibis,  That  wc  ihould  devote  a  portion  of  our  time  to  the  (er» 
vice  of  our  Creator;’^  and  yet  there  is  not  one  general  truth,  more 
univcrfally  contemned  than  this.  Nature  teaches  all  her  children^ 
that  as  w'e  have  an  invifible  parent,  wc  owe  him  reverence,  gratis 
tilde,  fnbiniflion  and  obedience  ;  that  as  we  arc.  frail  and  indigent^ 
wc  are  to  feck  from  him  whatever  favours  we  Wfint ;  that  as  wo 
have  offended  him,  we  are  to  deprecate  his  wrath  and  implore  bis 
mercy,  Reafon  teaches  all  who  partake  thereof,  that  dependants 
ought  conftantly  to  own  their  relation  to  the  Jelf^exiftent^  to 
prefs  their  (hanks  to  him  f^r  his  goodnefs,  patience  and  ccndemels^ 
and  to  let  apart  (bme  time  for  the  performance  of  tbeie  devotionai 
exercifes.  Revelation  con&rms  the  diiftates  of  nature  and  reafon, 
and  informs  us,  that  the  Alnii^ty  has  appointed  one  day  of  the 
week,  in  which  men  are  to  be  inftruiflcd  in  their  duty,  and  openly 
acknowledge  their  regard  to  him,  and  that  the  foventh  part  ^our 
lime  is  his  unalienable  prerogative,  in  which  we  to  comme¬ 
morate  the  works  of  creation,  providence,  and  redeil^p(ion;  for  as 
it  is  neceflary  tg  know  the  ol^eCI  of  our  religious  adoration,  a  od. 
the  manner  in  which  he  will  be  lerved,  fo  that  a  certain  poriion 
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of  time  he  afottecl  for  that  purpofe,  is  of  eternal  and  unchange* 
able  obligation. 

But  notvvithdanding  the  clearnefs  and  certainty  of  thefe  prin* 
ciples,  it  is  a  melancholy  inflance  6f  tl>e  great,  depravity  of  this 
age,  ami  an  indication  of  the  wondrous  ptogreis  of  wickednefs, 
that  there  are  vad  numbers,  who,  forgetting  all  ties  and  obliga¬ 
tions,  turn  their  backs  on  the  fervice  of  the  Moll  High  on  Sun¬ 
il  tv,  or  even  fpend  the  day  in  exercifes  (liocking  to  profligacy  it- 
felf.  I  have  often  told  the  defer  ten  of  divine  fervice,  that  they 
ilifhonoured,  tacitly  refilled  to  own,  nay  even  wilhed  there  was 
no  Supreme  Briog ;  that  they  were  difliuned,  open  robbers  of  the 
Almighty,  who  contribute  nothing  to  his  honour,  or  the  fpiritual 
improvement  of  their  fellow -creatures.  I  have  reminded  them 
of  thofe  high  and  ecftatic  pleafures  which  arife  from  the  contem¬ 
plation  of  perfect  wifdoni,  exuberant  goodnefs,  and  uncon rroulable 
power,  difplayed  in  procuring  our  temporal  and  eternal  felicity, 
which  they  thus  prepofleroufly  forego.  1  have  luggefled  to  them 
the  fiipremincnt  joys,  which  flow  from  the  knowledge  and  fwa^ltce 
of  religion  aitd  virtue.  By  thefe  arguments  I  have  extorted  this 
involiintar)r heart-felt  coi^feflion,  that  public  religion  was  a  realbn-  ) 
able  fervice,  hut  they  had  been  (h  long  abfent  from  it,  that  the 
fear  and  fliame  of  being  laughed  at  by  their,  companions  .reflriiu- 
ed  ih^ni  froni  returning,*^'  -  ^ 

I  brave  known  many  plunged  into  misfortunes  and  vice,  whole 
fall  I  have  predicted  from  thetr  abfence  in  the  place  of  worlhip.I 
never  read  the  dying  fpeech  of  a  malefactor,  but  profanation  of  the  >| 
S.ibb.tth,  and  defeftion  of  divine  fervice,  marked  out  his  flrfl  aber¬ 
rations  from  the  paths  of  innocence  and  (bher  virtue.  The  obfer- 
vation  of  a  worthy  judge,  who  has  left  it  on  record,  that  the  Sun¬ 
day  he  kept  moft  rcligidufly  was  ever  followed  with  a  profperous 
week,  is  always  frelh  in  my  memory,  and  has  no  fmall  influence 
on  my  conduct  that  day.  Such  are  fome  of  the  arguments  1  have 
ufed  with  myfelf  and  others  for  the  fanctifleation  thereof;  but  I 
have  ever  been  at  a  lofs  how  to  addrefs  thofe  who  fpend  it  in  ex» 
ercifes  a\id  amufements,  fliocking  even  tojcool  rejiediing  wicked*  . 
nefs.  The  whole  power  of  h'mgnage  cannot  exprefs  the  dreadful 
horror  1  have  of  fuch  pra;tice6;  the  very  thoughts  of  them  throws 
piety  into  a  fwoon,  cructlies  virtue,  haniflies  fliame,  and  niakes.pro*^ 
fanenefs  itfelf  tremble. 

A  ph.unomenon  never  before  (een  ii>  this  country,  which  very 
much  difconcerled  our  religious  exercifes,  gave  birth '  to  thefe 
thoughts:  “Oil  Sunday  the  2ffl  Current  a  horfe-race  was  run 
from  our  pofl-houfe  to  Haggerflon,  and  back  to  this  town,  for  a 
paUry  fum,  by  an  officer  of  the  regiment  then  at  quarters  in  our 
Karrmcks.*^  Charity  to  the  guilty  hinders  me  from  publifliing  hia 
name,  neither  am  I  a  cruel  or  cowardly  afiaflin  who  love  to  flab 
innocence  in  the  dark ;  but  if  this  fa<fl  b  denied^  I  will  give  you. 
tiiy  name,  and  prove  the  crime  by  an  hundred  eyc-wimeflea,  be- 

foie* 
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fore  general  IVI - n  or  lord  B— Ml.  This  dreadful,  unpre* 

ccdeiued  profanation  of  the  Sabbath,  merits  the  mod  public  re* 
proof  and  exemplary  punifhnient.  It  brings  to  my  mind  the  fay* 
inijr  of  an  liedian  chaplain  lad  war.  1  faw  him  perfuroiing  the 
mod  fureil  acfl  of  our  religion  to  two  regiments;  I  was  druck  with’ 
til?  iiiutfected  gravity  and  incenfe  fervour  of  their  devotion.  1 
complimented  him  thereon.  He  replied,  **  Our  troops, '  faid  be; 
always  behave  fo ;  it  is  your  coUtamms  (meaning  the  EiigUdi  fol* 
diers  from  their  cudomary  fwcari.v^  j  that  have  little  or  no  devo* 
lion/* 

Intered  and  felf-love  both  impel  m^  to  befriend  the  military, 
and  1  am  on  all  occalioiis  (where  virtue  interferes  not)  their  dre* 
niions  advocate.  But  the  above  is  the  mod  dagranc  breach  of 
Ihlilierly  decorum  1  ever  faw  in  this  place.  I  could-  eafily  argue 
the  cafe  with  this  gentiemau  (for  Co  I  will  call  him)  who  thus  out. 
braves  the  deity,  not  from  principles  of  reafon  or  revelation,  which 
probably  he  difeards,  but  from  thofe  of  honour  and  duty.  On 
that  day,  when  he  thus  broke  the  Almighty*s  laws,  every  fpeeda*- 
tor,  every  face  that  beheld,  condemned  him,  and  wondered  why 
injured  heaven  did  uot  immediately  fulminate  her  merited  ven* 
geauce.  His'condiict  dillionoured  the  common  fenfe,  the  untfrrm' 
pradiceof  all  wife  and  virtuous  niea. .  He  di(lx>noured  the  exem¬ 
plary  piety  of  a  virtuous  (bvereign.  ^  He  dishonoured  a  gallant- and 
brave  regiment,  of  whom  it  will  long  he  faid  in  this  place,  **  this 
is  the  battalion,  one  of  whole  of&ccrt  was  guilty  of  Aich  a  public 
and  enormous  cria>e.’^  He  bears  his  majeHy’s  commiflion  ;  he  is 
fworn  to  do  his  duty  and  obey  His  orders ;  but  that  day  he  difobey^ 
ed,  by  wilfully  breaking  the  firft  article  of  war.  He  became  guilty 
of  perjury.  He  has  loll  his  honour,  and  did  not  his  duty  ;  and  I 
am  confident,  on  the  field  of  battle  he  wUl'be  the  firft  to  defrrC 
his  colours. 

What  an  impreftion,  Mr  Printer,  will  this  infamous  adion  make 
on  the  minds  of  thofe  who  glory  in  their  fhame  ?  How  will  it 
weaken  the  ties  of  virtue;  and  emboldeu  the  vicious  in  this  place? 
Men  who  break  the  leaft  human  laws  are  feverely  puniftied  ;  bat 
the  open  tranfgreflion  of  the  greateft  divine  precepu  go  off  fcot* 
free.  O,  virtue!  when  wilt  thou  arile  and  triumph  over  all  thy 
oppreiTors!  Were  the  vices  of  fwearing  and  debauchery  eradi* 
cated,  and  a  little  more  rational  piety  to  prevail  among  the  Bri* 
till)  army,  as  they  are  the  hraveft,  (b  would  they  be  the  mod  e« 
lleemed  and  harmonious  troops  in  the  univerfe.

I  Am  (enlible  it  will  be  faid|  Some  patrons  of  the  modern  febeme 
have  not  difeoverrd  m  tneir  lives  any  offence  againft  ordtif 
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and  good  manners,  hot  are  as  fobcr  and  thafte  as  other  peoplot  If  i 
the  fact  is  true  we  inuft  fcck  fome  other  principle  of  aclion  in  | 
fuch  ;  but  then  it  cannot  be  a  better  th^ii  thofe  abnve  nieiv*  ! 
tiuned  ;  becaufe  doctrines,  big  with  fuch  mondrous  cunicquencet,  I 
cannot  proceed . froni  a  good  one,  and  vve  ninll  judge  of  a  tree  by 
its  fruits.  If  1  reiiienil>er  right,  it  was  laid  of  one  that  Sohrius 
accejjit  ad  perdcndam  RenipubUcan,  Some  vices,  lefs  notorious 
than  others,  are  yet  more  inirchiev{)ns.  Pride  and  vanity  can 
fweil  the  heart  of  man,  as  wf  as  Ind  can  burn  it.  The  love  of 
novelty,  ambition,  envy,  pique,  revengf*,  have  carried  people  in« 
credible  lengths.  Some  perfons  will  chufe  to  be  famous  on  any 
terms,  and  do  mifehief  rather  than  nothing.  If  they  cannot  rife 
to  great  and  good  atfiiuns,  they  will  do  bale  ones,  to  be  talked  of; 
as  lire,  if  it  is  hindered  from  getting  upwards,  will  break  out  be¬ 
low.  There  Hands  upon  record  a  inin,  who  promifed  hinifelf  ira- 
mortality  from  burning  a  temple,  whitli  he  had  not  the  Ikill  to 
build,  or  patience  to  behold  as  the  work  of  another.  PoirclTcd  of 
the  bed  parts  of  the  globe,  a  little  mortal  has  fweated  for  want  of 
room,  and  vvidicd  for  new  worlds  to  ravage  and  dedroy :  nay  , 
piore  ;  a  being  of  real  and  exalted  excellence,  by  fondly  doating^ 
on  it,  made  himfelf  a  devil. 

Alodern  infidelity  then  feems  a  moiely  piece,  and  would  make  a 
good  grotefque  figure  in  the  hand  of  a  Dutch  painter,  who  might 
delign  her  by  a  gigantic  woman  of  a  pregnant  womb,  emitting 
fpcckled  toads,  and  hilling  vipers,  with  a  prominent  doniach  fpot- 
ted  blue,  and  a  fungous  head  puffed  out  to  an  enoruious  circum-  ^ 
ference. 

According  to  this  portrait  of  infidelity,  we  lliall  be  little  furprit* 
^d,  however  we  are  grieved,  at  its  beaded  viclorics,  and  thf  num¬ 
ber  of  its  profelytes  :  fince  it  would  be  matter  of  real  wollder,  if 
the  indolent,  the  luxurious,  the  wanton,  the  conceited,  the  (editU 
ous,  the  weak  and  corrupt  part  of  mankind,  dibuld  not* be  fond  of 
an  idol  that  has  fotnething  in  it  to  court  every  vicious  fade,  ltd# 
indeed  obferved,  and  judly  obferved,  to  the  honour  of  chridianity^ 
that  it  carries  the  marks  of  truth  and  divine  force;  becaufe  with* 
put  artifice  or  violence  it  prevailed  and  fpread  over  the  earth  in’S 
little  time,  though  its  precepts  were  irreconcileably  uticomplaifanC 
to  the  practices  of  a  debauched  world  :  what  then,  but  its  inconief* 
tilde  evidence,  and.dire<d  influence  on  the  good  of  fociety,  could 
make  prejudice  and  depravity  bow  down  before  it,  and  kings  be¬ 
come  its  fathers,  and  queens  its  nurfing-mothers? 

It  may  perhaps  help  to  let  out  fome  of  thofe  high  thoughts, 
W'hich  make  a  tumour  in  the  head  of  the  infidel  furveying  hit.con- 
queds,  as  a  giant  in  romance  the  carcafes  and  bones  fcattered  up 
and  dow  n  in  his  cadle,  to  acquaint  him,  that  it  requires  no  great  abi* 
lilies,  or  dillinguifhing  talents,  to  do  his  work.  To  pull  down  is  a 
much  Irfs  affair  than’  to  build  up;  and  to  find  fault,* becaufe  bn^ 
f^not  reach  the  beauties  of  a  piece,  is  the  mark  of  a  little  genius» 
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To  throw  tlirt,  and  befpattcr  every  thing  that  is  fair  and  lovely^  is 
noihioa  more  than  impotence  and  rage.  It  docs  not  require  any 
gircat  dreiigih  of  head,  except  in  the  fore  part  of  it,  to  produce 
aDiunents,  which,  Drawcanlir-like,  knock  down  friends  and  foesy 
piui  are  as  concluhve  againll  what  one  maintains,  as  what  one  op* 
poles.  To  harangue  and  prove  a  plain  thing,  which  all  the  world 
ai^ices  in,  for  twenty  pages  together,  is  what  may  be  very  conve* 
iilriu  to  fill  the  time,  and  lengthen  out  the  writings  of  thefe 
ofiitleincn  ;  but  is  no  fign  of  their  flevalion  of  fpirit,  acquaintance 
with  their  fubjet^,  or  fainiefs  in  handling  it.  A  like  arduous  un% 
ilertaking  is  their  practice  of  fighting  with  their  own  fiiadows,  that 
is,  fixing  abfurdiries,  which  nobody  maintains,  on  religion,  and 
ihcn  running  at  her  with  rage  and  fury  for  wearing  them :  ft 
treatment  like  to  that  which  chrifiians  fuffered  in  the  days  of  per* 
fetation,  when  they  were  fewed  up  in  the  fkins  of  animals,  ailtf 
then  worried  to  death,  as  if  they  had  been  the  beads  they  were 
malic  to  reprefent.  This  may  be  called  unluckinefs,  cruelty,  or 
whatever  )ou  plcafe,  except  wit  and  ingenuity.  To  difpute  and 
wrangle,  .ind  that  for  ever,  not  only  againd  objects  of  faith,  but 
of  fenfe,  every  fmatterer  finds  in  his  power.  It  was  once  a  known 
exercife  for  men  to  dand  forth,  and  undertake  to  fpCak  for  houM 
together  on  any  fide  of  a  quedion.  It  has  been  maintained  there 
is  no  motion,  nor  things  without  us  to  move,  and  that  there  is  nw 
more  certainty  of  what  we  fee,  than  what  w^e  believe.  1  cannot 
lor  my  life  help  mentioning  here  a  thought  that  occurs,  of  tranf» 
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?ar*  ago  a  very  wife  and  learned,  or  ignorant  and  fisc* 
I  or  woman,  fung  or  faid,  that  there  if  a  titn6  for  every 
the  fun.  Tills  do^Irine  I  have  often  experienced  in 

many 
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many  particulars,  lacing  at  timet  very  drunks  and  very  fober^’veiy  I 
pixir,  and  very  rich,  very  wife-^foiuetiines  fooliOi.  1  am  likewife 
omvinced  that  all,  each,  and  every  one  of  your  ibber,  Tenfible,  fo*  ' 
liJ,  found,  fjgaciuus  readers,  will  lie  of  the  fame  opinion  with  the 
wife  man  above  fpecified,  more  efpecially  when  they  find  his  te* 
ufts  conhrined  by  niy  unerring  judgment ;  and  iu  full  confidence 
of  this,  I  will  advance  one  Hep  farther  and  fay,  that  there  is  aiitne 
to  heiicve  in  witches,  apparitions,  vijions,  and  the  oracular  pirdic* 
tunis  announced  Jrom  coffee-dregs,  and  a  time  to  mijbelieve  them, 
uny,  to  laugh  at  them.  All  this  is  f>  fully  deinouHraied  in  thor 
loug,  learned,  and  elaborate  arguments  of  your  correfpondciit’PW- 
liiretes  [p.  33,  &c.],  that  an  infidel  would  be  convinced  of  the 
tnirh  of  it.

all  round  the  church  and  yard-walls,  overlaid  with  what  is  too  In¬ 
delicate  to  mention. 

It  is  a  complaint  upon  our  forefathers,  that  they,  in  their  zeal 
againll  ^^>[>erv,  broke  down  the  (lately  churches,  &c.  ;  but  their 
foiiH,  not  fati^lied  with  deflroying  the  tombs  of  the  dead,  mu(l  like- 
wife  defile  their  very  dull.  ^ 

Some  of  our  iieighhtiurH  brand  us  with  burying  our  dead  like 
dogs  ;  l»ut  if  they  were  to  fee  lonie  of  our  places  of  interment, 
tliey  would  have  reafon  to  fay  we  ufed  them  wrtrfe.  Might  no't 
tjiir  magidr  aes,  aficr  (o  fuccersfully  cleanfing  our  (Ireeis,  do  Ibinc- 
ihing  for  removing  this  evil  ?  which,  I  apprehend,  will  be  ealily 
done,  as  there  is  fo  many  fextons  employed  at  that  place'f  and  if. 
they  were  infilled  to  a  fulall  fine  for  every  one  they  (hould  catch 
irauigrcfliug,  it  would  loon  put  a  Hop  to  fo  bafe  a  practice.  ‘

form  at  liie  rrnier,  and  ibat  is  the  principal  oflfite  of  the  thrtcr 
lilile  bones,  viz.  theMaUens,  Incus,  and  Stapes;  anti,  by  a  mufcle 
intertrd  iifto  the  Incu**,  ibele  three  bone’*,  whicli  otherwife  w’ould 
lie  in  a  (Irait  line,  are  lH*onght  to  an  arched  pofition;  and  thus  the

I  am  pleafed  with  the 
performance  ;  the  more  lb,  as  an  efl'^y  of  its  nature,  from  one  of 
his  profedion  in  this  country,  would  have  been  looked  upon  as

SIR, 

I  BEG  your  pardon,  that  I  have  fuffered  your  letter,  la  this  bu* 
fy  time,  to  lie  fo  Tong  unanfwered.  'And  I  hope  the  plain 
fpeaking  of  an  Englifh  Epifcopal  Whig  will  be  as  acceptable ^tp 
you,  as  that  of  a  Scots  Prelbyterian  is  10  me.  Your  fdabl^Ihed 
church  hath  as  ranch  power,  I  believe,  as  ours  hath,  or  more, 
though  lefs  wealth.

In  the  mean  time,  .never  dull  the  returning  fun  gild  the 
loofof  my  humble  habitation,  but  1  will  drop  a  tear  of  deep  re-* 
peiitance  to  the  fatal  indircrctiun  that  robbed  me  of  my  peace,  and 
plunged  a  whole  tamily  in  inifery ;  and  when  the  hour  of  my  de* 
livery  comes,  if  an  offended  parent  will  but  take  me  in  his  arms, ' 
and  pronounce  me  forgiven,  my  heart  ffiall  again  be  fenfible  of 
;  joy  lhall  once  more  fparkle  in  the  eyes  of

There  is  pot  a  crime,  morally  fpeaking,  greater  than  that  of 
calumny.  Some  men  there  are,  who  are  bafe  enough  to  be* 
tray  the  intcreft  of  their  king  for  pecuniary  rewards  ;  but  there 
arc  others,  who  will  depreciate  the  charatder  of  an  individual  from 
no  other  motive  than  that  of  envy,  and,  by  robbing  him  of  his 
putation,  deprive  him  pf  the  means  of  fupporting  a  family,  and 
thereby  expofe  a  fet  of  innocents,  whom  revenge  could  never  ac-^ 
tuaie,  to  all  the  horrors  of  indigence,  poverty,  and  oppreflion. 

When  an  injury  has  been  received,  and  the  offended  party  can 
fee  no  other  method  of  puniffiing  the  delinquent,  than  by  expo* 
fmg  his  chara<^Ier  to  the  cenfurc  of  the  world,  fuch  a  kind  of  reta^* 
(iacioii  might,  in  (bine  meafure,  and  in  fomc  cafes,  feem  pardon* 
able  ;  for  a  miffaken  maxim  fays,  **  Revenge  is  fweet but  when 
there  has  never  been  the  lead  cau(e  for  an  affront ;  when,  on  the 
contrary,  the  aggreffbr  has  always  been  treated  by  his  injured 
ttcighbouv  y^iih  every  proper  mark  of  refpetft;  hpw  docs  it  ag«i. 
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gravaie  the  crime^  when  that  man’s  fpleen  and  malice  are  levelled 
at  an  innocent  peribn,  for  the  foie  purpofe  of  ded rowing  his  repu- 
ration,  of  rendering  him  contemptible  in  the  eyes  of  the  worlds 
and  reducing  him  to  poverty  without  refourcc  I 

Snperbo  is  a  man  of  a  hot,  turbulent,  overhearing  dirpodtloh^ 
wiio,  having  acquired  money  enough  to  raife  him  above  a  dale  of 
tlcpeiiclence,  unfortunately  thinks  himfelf  licenfed  to  trample  hdj 
lefs  opulent  neighbours  under  foot.  Not  fatlsded  with  exercidng 
his  authority  at  home,  with  an  imperiouf,  domineering  air,'  he  Car¬ 
ries  this  proud,  haughty  temper  abroad  with  him  ;  and  if,  by 
inccring  in  company  with  any  friends,  who  aft  his  equals,  or  pC#- 
h.ips  fuperiors  in  point  of  fortune,  he  may  be  induced  to  relaJt  ai 
little  in  that  fupercilious  carriage,  which  (b  much  didinguifhes  his 
doniertic  deportment,  he  neverthelefs  feldom  fails  to  make  up  for 
tlie  lofs  in  calumny  and  detraction  }  the  true  charac>errflics  of  a 
depraved  heart.  This  temper  he  chiefly  difeovers  in  caiumnTating 
the  abfent  }  a  remarkable  indancc  of  which  occurred  very  lately 
in  the  cafe  of  Sedulo* 

Sedulo  is  a  young  man  of  a  fober  indudrious  turn  of  mind,  whoT 
at  prefent  enjoys  a  place,  though  too  fuiall  to  maintain  himfelf  and 
family.  A  vacancy  falling  out  in  a  more  lucrative  employment 
than  what  he  now  podedes,  Sedulo  makea  uft  of  all  his  endeavours 
to  ohtnin  it  ;  and  as  a  fair  characler  will  be  the  mod  prevailing  ar¬ 
gument  in  his  favour,  he  takes  care  to  dfengthen  that  by  the  tnofl 
inulenial'le  tedimonies.  Superbo,  from  the  natural  depravity  of 
his  heart,  attempts  to  perfuade  the  world,  that  the  chara<5ler  of 
Sednlo  will  not  bear  a  ferutiny  ;  tfiat  his  difpodtion  and  principles 
are  had  ;  and,  in  fhort,  that  his  moral  and  religious  charaider  is  fo 
1)1  fe  Sod  worthlefs,  that  it  would  be  an  ai^^  of  imprudence,  nay, 
iiijiidice,  to  fhew  him  the  lead  countenance^ 

Hid  Superbo  been  ever  provoked  by  injuries,  of  had  he  even 
vented  his  malice  at  any  ocher  time,  than  on  fb  critical  an  occadon 
as  this,  it  might  not  have  been  of  fo  much  confequence  ;  but  to 
rob  a  man  of  his  reputation,  for  the  fake  of  depriving  him  of  the 
means  of  fupporting  a  family  comfortably,  is  a  piece  of  bafenefs 
and  villainy  that  can  fcarcely  be  paralelled. 

Unluckily  for  Superbo,  the  malice  of  his  difpodtiosi  is  fo  well 
known,  that  the  very  method  be  makes  ufe  of  to  depreciate  his 
neighbours,  ferves  as  a  principal  indriiment  in  their  fuccefs  ;  and 
the  world,  fo  far  from  lidening  to  the  whifpers  of  malevolence, 
defpife  the  author  of  it,  while  they  receive  the  injured  perlbn  in* 
to  their  favour. 

Sedulo  fucceeds,  and  attributes  a  great  part  of  his  fnccelV'to  the 
malevolent,  though  impotent  attempts  of  Superbo;  for  though 
he  bledes  Providence,  for  having  fo  far  inverted  the  feheme  of  his 
enemy  as  to  caule  it  to  turn  out  greatly,  to  his  advantage,  he  ne- 
verthelefs  treats  his  calumniator  with  the  mod  fovereisn  contempt, 
and,  defpifing  the  utmoft  efforts  of  bis  malice,  reds  contented 
with  this  refietdion,  that  envy  is  its  own  puniilimcut.  R.  W.

^r^HFS  nobleman  had  many  qualities  that>recomBianded  bim  in 
JL  ihe  fociety  of  the  world  ;  but  an  iiiiconquefabie  paHion  for 

Idny  was  very  pernicious  to  him,  it  being  fo  violent,  -that  though 
If  had  the  (Irongelt  fufptcioiis  of  .the  iprohicy  and  integrity  qf 
tliofe  who  played  with  him,  he  Hill  perfilted  in  the  ^purfiiit,  even 
after  loling  very  confiderable  fums,  which  greatly, hut t  histfortune, 
and  brought  him  into  (iich  .necefliioiis  circumftances  us  werefcaroe 
crcdibleifor  a  man  of  his  great  eilaie. 

The  following  anecdote,  which  may  be  relied  upon,  will  fcrv» 
fo  illndrate  this  nobleuiaifs  character.  He  was  at  Bath  one  lea* 
Ton,  when  a  confpiracy  yvas  formed  againft  his  grace  by  feveral  firlt* 
late  fharpers,  among  whom  was  Fi— t— rd,  the  manager  of  the 
pi  ury-iHiie  tl*eoire,  and  N — ^fli,  the  mader  of  the  ceremonies.  A 
parly  at  hazard  had  already  deprived  the  duke  of  upwards  (Cff 
feveuty  thoui'and  pounds;  when  his^race  got  .up  in  a  paflion,  and  t 
put  the  dice  in  his  )Mickei.  The  gainellers  were  all  terrified,  as 
they ‘knew  iliey  were  loaded,,  land  as  be  cotmnunicated  bisfurpt* 
cions,  intiin.uing  his  refolution  of  infpedfing  them.  His  grace  iheii 
retired  into  another  room,  and,  flinging  himfelf  upoma  ifopha,  fell 
qlleep.  I'he  only  Hep  that  appeared  practicable  to  the  winners, 
to  avoid  difgrace,  and  get  their  money,  was  to  .pick  his  pocket  of 
the  loaded  dice,  and  fapply^hcir  place  with  a  ;pair  of  fair  ones. 
They  accord inpjy  ca(t  lots  who  fliuiild  execute  this  dangerous 
fofnniinioo,  and  it  fell  on  FI— t— <1.  'He  performed  the  operation 
without  being  difeovered  ;  after,. which,  his  grace  having  clofely 
iiifpedcd  the  dice  he  had  then  hi  bis  pocket,  and  finding  them 
he  renewed  the  party,  and  loft  near  thirty  thoufand  pounds 
inore.  The  gaincllers  had  received  only  five  thoufand  pounds  qf 
the  money,  yet  they  could  oot  divide  thisfiim  without  quarelling; 
and  N — fli  thinking  hunfelf  iU  ufed,  divulged  *the  whole  impoh* 

,  tion  to  his  grace,  ^whereby  he  faved  the  remainder  ofithe  money. 
His  grace  made  N — (h  a  handlome  p^refenc,  and  ever  after  gave 
him  his  protccthm,  the  duke  ihiuking  the  fecrec  was  revealed 
through  frieiidlhip  and  piohtty.
